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Iraq rejects 
U.S. efforts 
for ties 

BAGHDAD. July 21 (AP) — Iraq has 
rejected U.S. proposals for re-establishing 
diplomatic relations despite increasing U.S.- 
Iraqi trade and shared views on many inter- 
national problems. Western diplomatic 
sources say. 

The sources in the Iraqi capital say the 
government of President Saddam Hussein 
also rejected the proposal, relayed through 
third parties, for a meeting between U.S. Sec- 
retary of State Edmund Muskie and Iraqi 
Foreign Minister Saadoum Hamadi. 

The two countries have been without dip- 
lomatic relations since Iraq cut tbem during 
the 1967 Arab- Israel war. although an 
“interests section” staffed by 14 Americans 
operates from the Beglium embassy here. 

The diplomats monitor commercial and polit- 
ical affairs and issue visas 

“ We have tevered (relations) and they will 
remain severed until a substantive change 
occurs in the U.S. position on the Arab 
Zionist conflict” said Hamadi in a recent 
interview with the Beirut magazine Monday 
Morning. 

“The severance of relations with the U.S. 
was not prompted by secondary or bilateral 
considerations, but by American hostility 
toward the Palestinians and support of Israel. 

The United States seizes every opportunity to 
try to persuade us to restore relations, but we 
refuse, and we will continue to refuse until a 
major change occurs in the American posi- 
tion.”

In ‘military plant ’ explosion 

Six Israelis killed 


TEL AVIV, July 21 (AFP) — Six Israeli 
technicians have been killed and another 
seriously wounded in an explosion at an 
Israeli military installation ** in the center of 
the country,” national radio announced 
Monday. There was no immediate indication 
that sabotage was involved. 

The explosion occurred Sunday during a 
course of experiments using highly volatile 
explosives, a defense ministry spokesman 
said. He said the explosion was accidental, 
and the ministry has appointed an investiga- 
tion committee. Two years ago an explosion 
had wracked an array factory near Tel Aviv, 
but caused no injuries. 


ISLAMABAD, July 21 (AFP) — Presi- 
dent Babrak Karma] of Af ghanis tan, has 
made sweeping changes ,jnl£e powerful 
interior ministry, radio Pakistan reported 
Monday. 

Radio Pakistan said that a recent Kabul 
radio broadcast “ indicated ” that the ruler, 
facing mounting insurgency in his country, 
has reduced the status of the interior ministry 
and the bulk of its power has been assumed 
by the Afghan president himself. 

Similar changes have been effected in 
other government departments to vest all the 
powers in the office of the president, the 
radio report added. Several other depart- 
ments are already under KarmaTs direct con- 
trol. 

The state-owned radio said the presidency 
would give “ guidance” to all government 
departments and administrative organs. It 
did not say if the interior minister's post 
would be abolished, but made it dear that the 
powers of the ministry would be reduced con- 
siderably. 

The presidency also will supervise local 
governments even down to the level of mun- 
icipality and will take “greater care” of 
“ religious affairs of the Afghan people. ” 

The reforms, according to Afghan experts 
here, will effectively curtail the powers of the 
Khalq faction of the ruling Afghan People’s 
Democratic Party (PDPA). 

Interior Minister Syed Muhammad Golab- 
joi is regarded as the present leader of the 
faction in the absence of Deputy Prime 
Minister Asadullah Sarawari, who left for 
Moscow about a month agio and has not been 
heard of since. 

The reforms have been announced at a 
time when the Afghan President is regularly 
appearing on Kabul television. At one stage 
he adopted such a low profile that there were 
rumors in the Afghan and Indian capitals of 
his being hospitalized or even dead. 

The new moves, particularly those related 
to religious affairs have added si gnifican ce 
with their announcement during the holy 
month of Ramadan. 

In other developments, Afghan security 
forces have arrested an “ imperialist agent ” 
ant into Baghlan province to disturb public 
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peace in the country, radio Kabul reported. 
Sunday night 

Tltetedio said in its Pushto language bulle- 
tin that die man arrested at Pule Khamli vil- 
lage in Eaghlan Province was wearing 
Afghan women's dress as a disguise. 

The security men identified the man as 
Sher Muhammad, of Pa than origin, who was 
arrested before he could carry out the 
assigned job, the radio report said. 

Afghan Muslim fighters opposed to the 
Communist regime in their country were 
reportedly killing members of the ruling 
Khalq party for supporting the Sodet- 
installed leader Babrak Karmal. 

The fighters sources had said that their 
Mujabedeeo, armed with light weapons, 
were using different tactics to eliminate the 
known Communists from their country. 

Meanwhile, the “ Islamic Alliance for the 
Liberation of Afghanistan ” said Sunday that 
Muslim freedom fighters have killed the local 
adminis trator of Imam Saheb district in Kun- 
duz province in an a ttac k on Acarawan. 

They also killed his secretary and some 
Russian civilian officials on their way to Kun- 
duz city. 

Id the incident, which took place early this 
month, six Muslim commandos also lost their 
lives, the sources said. 

Meanwhile a wide-scale construction prog- 
ram is under way in Afghanistan with Soviet 
help, the Soviet Communist party newspaper 
Pravda reported. 

Quoting Afghan Public Works Minister 
Nazar Muhammad, Pravda said that projects 
started in Kabul included a new communica- 
tions ministry building, shops, schools, chil- 
dren’s playgrounds and apartment blocks. 

Muhammad said that as housing was one of 
Afghanistan' s mam problems, particularly in 
Kabul, particular efforts were being made to 
resolve it, with a new residential quarter 

Peking’s Hua 
said planning 
to step down 

TOKYO, July 21 (AFP) — Chinese Pre- 
mier Hua Guofeng is expected to tender his 
resignation at the third session on the fifth 
National People’s Congress opening in Pek- 
ing next month, Japan’s Kyodo news service 
reported from Peking Monday, quoting a 
high-ranking Chinese government official. 

The official said that Vice Premier Zhao 
Ziyang is expected to be elected new Chinese 
premier to succeed Hua, Kyodo reported. 

At the session, six vice premiers — Deng 
Xiaoping, Li Xianman, Chen Yun, Xu 
Xiangqian, Wang Zhen and Bo Yibo — will 
also seek congress approval of their resigna- 
tions, the official said. - 

This will be the largest-scale reshuffle ot 
China s government since the 1949 Com- 
munist takeover, signalling separation of 
party and government affaire and emergence 
of a new generation of government leaders. 

The resigning government leadere will 
retain their party posts, the official told 
Kvodo. He also hinted at the strong possibil- 
ity of Ye Jianying retaining his post as chair- 
man of the standing committee of the 

National People’s Congress. 

For premier Hua's resignation, the official 
died reasons, including excessive workload 


According to another report a small bomb 
exploded near a fuel station in the northern 
Gaza Strip Sunday morning, causing neither 
damage nor casualties, a police spokesman in 
the Israeli occupied territory reported.

Solh sees 
Lebanese 
factions ’ 

leaders 

BEIRIJT, July 21 l R) — Lebanon’s new 
prime minister, Takieddine Solh, is consult- 
ing with paramilitary chiefs and political 
leaders on the formation of a government of 
national unity. 

Solh, 71, was appointed Sunday by Presi- 
dent Elias Sarkis as pan of a program for 
rebuilding entente in Lebanon, shattered by 
five years of sectarian violence. 

The idea is to bring the heads of the main 
Christian and Muslim factions into the gov- 
ernment. 

But the move takes place against a back- 
ground of recent bitter imer-Christian 
clashes and political sources say negotiations 
on the composition of the new cabinet could 
be lengthy because of the entrenched posi- 
tions of the sides involved. 

Considered as a moderate and a con- 
ciliator, Solh succeeds Salim Hoss, 51, a 
banker turned politician, who resigned last 
month after more than three and a half years 
in office. 

Solh, identified by the fez he wears con- 
tinuously in public, visited Dr. Hoss Sunday 
as part of initial contacts with previous prime 
ministers. 

Under Lebanese constitutional tradition, 
the prime minister is always a Sunni Muslim, 
the president a Maronite Christian and the 
parliamentary speaker a Shiite Muslim.

The announcement said Shahi would 
address the session as the leader of the Pakis- 
tan delegation and as chairman of the Islamic 
conference of foreign ministers. 

Afghan. Foreign Minister Shah Muham- 
mad Dost also left Kabul for New York to 
lead his country's delegation at the General 
Assembly, radio Kabul reported. 

Syria accuses Israel 
of Golan takeover plot 

DAMASCUS, July 21 (AP) — Syria 
accused Israeli Prime Minister Menahem 
Begin’ s government of preparing to annex 
the Golan Heights, the Syrian strategic 
mountain terrain Israel occupied in the 1967 
Middle East war. The accusation, made by 
Syria's state radio, was prompted by an 
Israeli government offer to the Arab Druze 
population of the Golan Heights Israeli citi- 
zenship. 

“This is a dangerous move", said the 
broadcast “It sets the stage for annexing the 
region and therefore is a provocative aggres- 
sion.” 

Syria insists on recovering the 292,000- 
acre Golan region as part of an overall Mid- 
dle East settlement. 

There is no officially available data here 
about the population of the Druze commun- 
ity in the Golan Heights. 


Ex-Syrian leader 
killed in Paris 


PARIS, JULY 21 (R) — A gunman killed 
former Syrian Prime Minister Saiah Eddin 
Bitar in a Paris office building Monday and 
escaped in lunch-time crowds. 

Police said Bitar. 68, a leading opponent of 
the present Syrian government, was shot 
once in the neck at close range as he left a lift 
in the building. 

Three days ago two persons were killed in 
an unsuccessful attempt to murder former 
Iranian Prime Minister Shapur Bakhtiar in 
his apartment near Paris. 

Police said Bitar. who was prime Minister 
of Syria in the early 1 96(f s. was carrying a 
North Yemeni passport. People at the scene, 
who said they were friends of Bitar, said he 
had lived in Paris for two or three \ears and 
had felt threatened for some time. 

They said he was the founder of a fort- 
nightly magazine "Arab Renaissance,” hos- 
tile to the government of President Hafez 
Assad, and had been leaving its editorial 
office on the Avenue Hoche when he was 
shot. 

A founding member of the Arab Baath 
Socialist Party which still rules Syria, Bitar 
became prime minister in May, 1 964. but was 
forced into exile by a coup in I96h. 

Last March he attended a congress in 
Baghdad at which Syrian opposition groups 


demanded the release by Damascus of all 
political prisoners, the end of emergency laws 
and the lifting of what they termed restric- 
tions on democratic freedoms. 

Bitar. a graduate in physics from the Sor- 
bonne University in Paris, took refuge in 
Lebanon after the 1 96b coup before return- 
ing to France. 

The attempted assassination of Bakhtiar 
had already caused an outcry in France over 
growing political violence involving foreig- 
ners. 

Trade Unions complained that police 
resources were too thinly stretched ro pro- 
ride adequate protection for diplomats and 
foreign politicians considered to be at risk. 

The Bakhtiar case is now in the hands of 
the justice authorities who Sunday named the 
five suspects charged with the killing but 
refused to give their nationalities. 

The Beirut correspondent of the daily Le 
Figaro reported Monday that he personally 
knew the man who is believed to have headed 
the group. 

The correspondent said he recognized 
Anis Naccache from his photograph as a 
Lebanese Christian who worked for the 
Palestine Liberation Organization (PLO). 

But PLO spokesman, Mahmoud Labadi, 
simply said "this report is groundless” 


Japan economy to see rapid 
growth despite oil prices 


LONDON. July 21 (AFP) — Japan looks 
set to remain one of the fastest growing indus- 
trialized nations in spite of difficulties 
brought about by the oil price rise. London 
stockbrokers Phillips and Drew said in their 
latest monthly bulletin Monday. 

According to one of their analysts. Geof- 
frey Hilliard, who has just returned from 
Japan, the Japanese economy may slow a 
little this year and r:.n bur shcild return to a 
long-term growth path of about five per cent 
per annum, in the absence of further supply 
shokes. 

The only clouds on the horizon appear to 
be the growing tide of protectionism interna- 
tionally and further increases in the real price 
of oil. Protectionism may be partially sur- 
mounted by increased direct foreign invest- 
ment. and high oil prices by increased effi- 
ciency. 

This optimism is based on evidence that 


“everyone” in the Japanese economy 
appears to have learnt from the short but 
painful period of adjustment after the 1973 
oil price jump, the bulletin said. 

Although Japan relies to a greater extent 
than any other major industrialized nation on 
oil imports and is therefore “extremely sus- 
ceptible" to the effects of changes in world oil 
brokers expect it, in general, to weather the 
present economic storm resulting from the 
latest price hike "far more easily” than the 
first shock. 

They note that, in contrast with 1 974, the 
Japanese work force has decided voluntarily 
to accept a squeeze in real incomes. Because 
of this and other favorable factors, they fore- 
cast that in the absence of any further oil 
shock in the coming year, Japan’s consumer 
price inflation may fall below 10 per cent by 
the end of 1 980 and to as low as five percent 
by the end of next vear.

PEKING. July 21 (AP) — Bangladesh 
President Ziaur Rahman arrived in Peking 
Monday for a four-day visit, including talks 
with Premier Hua Guo Feng on international 
issues and expanding relations with China. 

Ziaur was greeted at the airport by Premier 
Hua, Vice Premier Chen Muhua. Foreign 
Affairs Minister Huan Hua and Tan Zhehlin, 
vice chairman of the standing committee of 
the National People's Congress. 

The president reviewed an honorary guard 
of the three services of the Chinese People’s 
Liberation Army and then went to a govern- 
ment guest house. Ziaur visited China in 


1977 when he was chief martial law adminis- 
trator. He is accompanied by his wife, and his 
party includes Foreign .Affairs Minister 
Muhammed ShamsuJ Huq, the Finance

U.S. renews inquiry 
on Libya-Carter deal

NEW YORK, July 21 (AP) — The U.S. 
Justice Department renewed its inquiry into 
U relations between President Jimmy Cartel's 
brother and the Libyan government in May 
after receiving a tip that the foreign govern- 
ment was seeking favorable political treat- 
ment from the White House, according to the 
New York Times. The Times, in its Sunday 
editions, said that shortly after the investiga- 
tion had disclosed payments totaling 
$220,000 to Billy Carter — and before he had 
been officially notified of the discovery, a 
lawyer contacted fhe justice department on 
the younger Carter's behalf. 

Meanwhile, Billy Carter has an agreement 
with a Florida-based oil company that would 
bring him 4 U.S. cents to 50 cents for every 
barrel of Libyan crude oil he obtained for 
them, a company spokesman told the 
Washington Star in an interview published 
Sunday. 

The Star story filled in details cm financial 
arrangements between Billy Carter and the 
Charter Crude Oil Co. first revealed last 
week when Billy Carter registered as an agent 
for a foreign government. The company 
spokesman. Bill Coleman, said the agree- 
ment apparently still is in effect. “I don’t 
think anything has happened to us to blow the 
deal out of the water,” he told the star. 

Egypt to buy 
new missiles 
from France 

PARIS, July 21 (R) — Egypt has placed a 
$100 million order with the French Matra 
; company for a new coastal defense missile 
system to replace shorter range Soviet 
weapons Matra has announced. 

The Otomat missile is able to hit a target 
vessel cruising in the horizon at a distance of 
more than 50 nautical miles with the help of 
helicopter-born radar. 

In a successful test in the Mediterranean, 
the missile travelled above choppy seas, and 
when it was five nautical miles from the target 
aiming device locked on. French and NATO 
naval officers watched as the missile des- 
troyed the target ship. 

Matra officials said Egypt had ordered the 
Otomat to replace Soviet Styx missile earned 
on a built Komar patrol vessels. 

The Soviet Union cut off all military sup- 
plies to Egypt after the expulsion of Soviet 
defense advisers in the early 1970s. 

The Matra officials said the Egyptian 
ordered the missiles for six pairol vessels, 
under construction in Britain, and to equip 
coastal batteries. Matra has taken 1 0 years to 
develop the long-range antiship weapons sys- 
tem 

Matra, one of Europe's leading weapons 
manufacture, has sold its missies to the air 
forces of 15 countries. 


The actual commission would depend on 
the market conditions, including the cost of 
the crude oil and the price for refined pro- 
ducts, at the time the oil was brought to the 
company, he said. 

The agreement was set at the second meet- 
ing between Billy Carter and company offi- 
cials April 1. Coleman said Carter has not 
contacted the company since and has not 
brought them any Libyan crude oil. 

Charter offs contract with Libya for its 
valuable low-sulfur crude oil was cut from 
125,00 to 100,000 barrels a day in April 
1979, when Libya reduced its sales to aD cus- 
tomers. 

Earlier a spokesman for the Libyan dip- 
lomatic mission in Washington m aintaine d 
that his government has paid Billy Carter the 
$220,000 on a loan basis al thought the loan 
papers have yet to be signed . Ali Houderi the 
spokesman for the Libyan people’ s bureau in 
Washington said Wednesday officials in Trip- 
loi still have all the papers involved m 
arrangement whereby Carter got the money. 
Justice department lawyers characterized the 
payments as compensation for Carter's 
promotional work on behalf of the Libyan 
government. Billy Carter, however said the 
cash provided to him was a loan and not a gift. 

Carter would probably not have to pay 
income taxes on the money if it is a loan or a 
gift, but he would if it were compensation for 
services rendered. So far, neither Carter nor 
Libyans have given any indications when loan 
will be paid. 


School official 
shot dead 
in Istanbul 

ISTANBUL, July 21 (AP) — Gunmen 
believed to be terrorists shot and killed a 
deputy director of a Teachers’ training school 
here late Sunday night, Turkish police 
reported Monday. Police said Suleyman Ozer 
was hit by a barrage of pistol fire from two 
gunmen while walking on a street in Ucuky- 
ali, a suburb of Istanbul. Ozer died instantly. 

Ozer was a deputy director at teachers’ 
training college, one of several schools tom 
by extremist activity in the past few years. 
Meanwhile, Turkey’s top military officer 
warned the country’s extremist groups that 
“we will not let any terrorist succeed in this 
country.” 

Gen. Kenan Evren, chief of the Turkish 
general staff, made the remarks to officers 
and soldiers at a military base in Kay-Seji, 
central Turkey. His warning follows reports 
of increased concern among the country's top 
generals over escalating terrorism in the 
NATOmember nation. 

I regret to say that we are fighting traitors 
among our- selves," Evren said. But Jet no 
one suspect that in the end we will success- 
fully overcome the difficulties. 

Meanwhile, Turkish newspapers Monday 
appealed for unity among Turke/s political 
parries in the wake of the assassination Sun- 
day of former Prime Minister NIhat Erim, an 
advocate of a political coalition. “The only 
way to extricate Turkey from the present 
situation" Erim said in a television program 
broadcast after his death, “ is to create a coali- 
tion of the country’s two largest parties — the 
(opposition Social- Democrat) Republican 
Party of the People and the (ruling conserva- 
tive) Justice Party.” 


Qaddafi to confiscate assets 
if WW II reparations ignored 


BONN, July. 21 (Agencies) — Libyan 
leader Col. Muammar Qaddafi said in a 
interview published Monday his country will 
seize British, German and Italian assets if his 
demands for second World War reparations 
are not met He told the West German news 
magazine Der Spiegel that the demands — 35 
years after wax’ s end — were not being made 
too late and pointed to Bonn’s continuing 
reparations to Israel. 

Asked how much the Libyan Jamahiriyah 
wanted. Col. Qaddafi replied: “Certainly a 
sum in the billions." 

He said “if our reparation demands are not 
met through negotiations, we will confiscate 
the assets of all three countries until the war 
debts are paid." 

Col. Qaddafi said: “Don’t forget, Italy, 
Britain and Germany were waging war on our 
territory -at that time and transformed L^bya 
into a battlefield. We suffered enormous los- 
ses in men. and goods.” 

He said he was using the interview to make 
it dear to the Germans that the Libyan 
Jamahiriyah was determined to pushthrougn its 
demands for reparations to’the last penny.

Libyan Jamahiriyah was still supplying the 
United States with ofl despite his call for a 
boycott of those countries which refused to 
recognize fully the rights of the Palestinians. 
“The Libyan people will decide on this in the 
late autumn when the general people’s Con- 
gress takes place," he replied. 

“But I am urging Libyans now to vote for 
the boycott, that is against the U.S. and those 
allies of the U.S. who are not dearly on the 
side of the Palestinians,” he added. 

Col. Qaddafi said: “I will make it dear to 
my fellow-countrymen at the people's con- 
gress that oil supplies to the U.S. mean indi- 
rect aid for Israel.” 

When asked how Libya would survive 
without the foreign exchange it earned from 
exporting two-thirds of its oil to the United 
States, he said the world did not consist of the 
Americans and their allies. Had it depended 
on them alone, Libyan oil supplies to the 
United States would have been cut off from 
one day to the next. Col. Qaddafi said. 

M.E. briefs 

LONDON (AFP) — An Iranian group 
seeking autonomy for the southwest oil pro- 
vince of Khuzestan has threatened reprisals 
against Britain for a police raid here in April 
to rescue hostages seized in Iran’ s embassy by 
militants of the movement, ‘ * The Times ’ ’ 
reported Monday from Baghdad. 

CAIRO: Nouzha airport outside AJexan- 
' dria is to become international as the result of 
work carried out over the next two years, the 
Middle East News Agency reported here. 
The modifications would cost some six mil- 
lion U.S. dollars, and the main routes served 
would be those to Europe and the Mediterra- 
nean capitals. 

TEL AVIV: A delegation from the U.S. 
state of Alaska has arrived here to discuss the 
sale of oil to Israel, the newspaper Haoretz 
reported. An energy ministry spokesman 
declined to confirmi the subject of the vis- 
itors’ talks. The Alaskaps were guests of the 
“Paz” oil company and energy ministry’ offi- 
cials were involved in the talks, be said.

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Says U.S. House will choose president 

Election to be dead heat — Ford 


WASHINGTON, July 21 (R) — Former 
President Gerald Ford believes the next U.S. 
leader will be chosen by the House of Rep- 
resentatives because November’s election 
will not produce a dear winner. 

Ford said in an interview published Sunday 
by U.S. /Sews and World Report magazine that 
the election bid by independent candidate 
John Anderson would produce an inconclu- 
sive result at the polls in November. ** I think 
John Anderson's candidacy will throw the 
election into the House of Representatives," 
he said. 

He said he thought Anderson would win 
enough states to prevent either Republican 
Ronald Reagan or Democrat Jimmy Carter 
from getting a majority of the 53S electoral 
■ college votes needed to take the White 
House. 

If no candidate gets at [east 270 electoral 
college votes, the House of Representatives 
would elect a president. Voting would not 
begin until January, when Congress started 
its new session. 

Anderson and Republican Party chairman 
Bill Brock said in separate television inter-

views earlier in the day they did not think the 
■election would go to the House. 

Anderson, a Republican congressman 
from Illinois, said on ABC television he 
thought he would not get votes unless people 
thought he had a realistic chance of winning. 


He predicted the November election would 
be between himself and Reagan with Carter a 
poor third. Brock, appearing on CBS, said he 
did not think Andereon would win enough 
popular votes to carry any state and therefore 
would not get any electoral votes. 

“We don’t see the states he is going to 
carry " Brock said. “We don’t see him as a 
threat.*’ 

Ford said however that polls indicated 
Anderson had a chance of winning Mas- 
sachusetts, Connecticut and New Jersey 
which have a total of 39 electoral votes. 

A state gets one electoral college vote for 
each of its senators and representatives. The 
city of Washington, though not a state, also 
has three electoral votes. Ford said his refusal 
to become Reagan’s vice-presidential run- 
ning mate would soon be forgotten and would 
not hurt the Republican -ticket. 

Asked why negotiations between himself 
and Reagan on the vice-presidential nomina- 
tion were unsuccessful, he replied: “There 
wasn’t enough time.” He said he was very 
satisfied with the selection of George Bush as 
Reagan's running mate. 


Owner innocent of sinking ship for insurance money 


HONG KONG, July 21 ( AFP} — Shipping 
company owner Paul Cheng Pak-Hoi was 
Monday acquitted of trying to obtain over$ 1 
million from an insurance company by decep- 
tion, after becoming the first person to be 
charged here with ordering the sinking of his 
own ship to claim insurance. 

He had pleaded not guilty to a charge of 
attempting io obtain $ 1.25 million from the 
Malayan Overseas Insurance Corporation by 
deceiving them. 

The ship was the freighter Jal Sea Condor, 
which sank off the coast of Angola on July 6, 
1978, while fully loaded and bound for 
Lagos, Nigeria. There were no casualties. 

At the start of the trial last month the pro- 
secution said Cheng bought the 22-year-old 
vessel for $ 379,280 three months before it 
sank. 

Chief witnesses for the prosecution were the 
Chinese captain and chief officer of the ship, 
who testified that Cheng had instructed them 
to scuttle her. According to the evidence of 


the captain, he had told Cheng that he, the 
chief engineer and the chief officer each 
wanted $ 20^000 to sink the ship, and Cheng 
had agreed. 

The prosecution said the three officers 
later decided to sink the ship by reversing the 
valves of a double bottom tank and bilge, and 
opening the sea valve in the engine room. 
There was also evidence that the captain and 
the chief officer had each received $ 50,000 
from the insurance company to supply infor- 
mation. 

But defense counsel John Mullick submit- 
ted that the prosecution had relied on the 
evidence ot two men who were “self-avowed 
corrupt liars” and had everything to gain by 
giving false evidence. 

Mullick also recalled said that in a state- 
ment to the underwriters within a month or so 
of the sinking of the ship, both men said they 
opened the sea valve at the bottom of the 
engine room. He noted that a witness for the 
defense, an expert from London, bad said the 


ship could not have been sunk in that way. 

Mullick added that it was obviously the sort 
of story that was passed around in bar-room 
chat among seamen who bad only a half- 
baked idea of how to scuttle a ship. 

In his judgment today Judge B.L. Jones 
said he was not convinced by the evidence 
that the captain and chief officer had tried to 
scuttle the vessel. Calling them a “pair of 
venal scoundrels,” the judge said the cap- 
tain’s evidence had been evasive and incoh- 
erent and that he changed statements all the 
time and had given long and rambling ans- 
wers to simple questions. 

The judge said the chief officer was a 
proven liar and arrogant witness who had 
given false statements to the police. 

Recalling the prosecution’s submission 
that the ship had been bought cheaply and 
that Cheng was in financial difficulties, the 
judge said he was.not satisfied that the cap- 
tain and chief officer had attempted to sink 
the vessel.

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U.K. urges 
prohibition 

of whaling 

BRIGHTON, England July 21 (AP) — 
Britain called for an end to commercial 
whaling Monday in a bid to save whales 
from extinction. 

But while urging the ban, the British 
government stared that h recognized the 
need of Alaskan Eskimos to continue 
hunting the bow head whale for subsis- 
tence, although the species is considered 
among the most endangered in the world. 

The appeal came at the first meeting of 
the 24-nation International Whaling 
Commission, which is meeting in this 
English south coast resort for its 32nd 
annual session to set whaling quotas for 
the coming year. Britain, where the 
IWC’s h e adq u arters is located, is the host 
country. 

“Last year the United Kingdom gov- 
ernment decided to support a ban on all 
commercial whaling. We stand firm on 
this policy,’’ said Jerry Wiggin, junior 
minister at the Ministry of Agriculture and 
Fisheries, in his speech'of welcome. “This 
would allow a thorough reassessment of 
whale numbers and their biology, where 
considerable uncertainty remains, and to 
enable humane killing methods to be 
developed.” 

He said the ban is necessary for proper 
conservation of the whale stock and added 
that Britain would support it “It is wrong 
that man should inflict unnecessary pain 
and cruelty to animals with which he 
shares the earth,” he said. "We consider 
foe ‘oold grenade harpootf tobeaparticu- 
lariy imhumane method and we will, 
therefore, support a ban on its use in all 
commercial applications.” 

Wiggin said of the Alaskan Eskimos: 

“ You will also be considering Subsistence 
whaling operations. The most difficult and 
controversial is the Alaskan bowhead 
hunt. The United Kingdom government 
recognizes that special considerations 
apply to subsistence whaling by Eskimos 
and similar peoples to meet their nutri- 
tional and cultural requirements. 

“While we believe that such activities 
should be allowed to continue under very 
strict control, it must be recognized that 
some of the species subject to exploitation 
in this way are amongst the most 
endangered of aS whales,” he said. 

Miami curfew off ; 
black area quiet 

MIAMI, July 21 (RJ> — A night curlew 
imposed on MiaroP s preerainaotly black Lib- 
erty City after several nights of violent dis- 
turbances was lifted Sunday and national 
guardsmen and state policemen were taken 
off alert 

Police said 35 people bad been injured 
since the violence started on Tuesday with 
the shooting of a white policeman who was 
trying to arrest a robbery suspect.

U.S. men start draft signups 


WASHINGTON, July 21 (AP) — Draft 
registration for 4 million young men gets 
under way Monday at 35,000 post offices 
around the United States. Groups resisting 
conscription have -vowed to stage protests 
and urge yo ung men not to take part. 

The controversial registration approved by 
Congress earlier this year got the go-ahead 
Saturday when U.S. Supreme Court Justice 
William Brennan reversed a lower court 
order that had declared the registration law 
unconstitutional because it does not include 
women. 

Brennan said the government already has 
prepared for registration aad a failure to pro- 
ceed on schedule might frustrate U.S. foreign 
policy and hinder Amer ican military capabil- 
ity. Bat the government conceivably could be 
hard-pressed to prosecute individuate who 
foiled to register until the constitutional ques- 
tion is resolved by the full supreme court, 
probably in the fail. 

A three-judge federal panel ruled last 


week that the registration discriminated 
against men because women are nm required 

to take part- It is the first time in Sye.yeax 
that America’s young men have been jwtyd 
to sign up to be called in case of a national 
emergency.

Nicaragua revolt rallies region 


MANAGUA, Nicaragua, July 21 (AP) ~ 
The year-old revolutionary victory in 
Nicaragua has become a rallying force for 
disadents in other parts of Central America, 
where governments are meeting similar 
drives for power with reforms or repression. 

The overthrow of President Anastasio 
Sornoza here July 19, 1979, was “the end of 
an eta of the status quo” in Central America 
and the opening of a new chapter in which 
“people wtD make tremendous demands on 
governments to fulfill their desire for 
change,” said a U.S. diplomat. 

“But it is over-dramatic to say Nicaragua is 
the first dominn to fall ... nothing is falling 
down toward anything,” he said. “There has 
been an echo effect, but what is happening in 
each country is the impetus of change after 
the frustration of decades.” 

Despite the victory of Nicaraguan opposi- 
tion forces led by foe Marxist-based San- 
dinista National liberation Front, the pres- 
ent leadership in Managua has declined to 
directly aid revolutionary movements in 
other Central American countries. Foreign 
Minister Miguel <T Escoto says he warns activ- 
ists to “beware” and not to embark on 
“adventures” 

“We won in a given political context," be 
said recently. “If people believe the chanj^ 
they require can be achieved through conven- 
tional means, they will never support an 
armed insurrection.” 

Here is a run of the present situation in key 
Central America nations. 

H Salvador — Leftists appear to be losing 
support among foe people after engaging in a 
military- style terror campaign. At the same 
time, government reforms, implemfented by a 
moderate civilian- military junta, are winning 
support, despite a vicious anti-terrorist cam- 
paign by foe military in which about 4,000 
persons have died since Jan.l. A rightist 
attempt to seize power in February failed. 

Guatemala — The regime of Gen. Fer- 
nan do Romero is intent on crushing leftists 
without implementing basic reforms. The 
government supports right-wing death 
squads which are believed responsible for 90 
per cent of the 1,000 deaths related to politi- 
cal violence annually. 

Honduras — There is “a good reflection of 
positive change produced by Nicaragua,” 
says one U.S. diplomat April elections for a 
national assembly w ere considered “free” 
and a minority party showed well. The gov- 
ernment has few problems with Guerrilla 
activities and its reform- minded military 
pushes for change in land distribution. - 

Nicaragua — The Sandinista National Lib- 
eration Front openly runs foe country while 
the five-man junta looks after day-to-day 
administration. More than Si 22 million in 


U.S. aid and other outside assistance speeded 
recovery from foe anti-Somoza war. There 
have been visible successes in a literacy cam- 
paign, reconstruction of war-damaged cities, 
strong agricultural production this year and a ; 
minimum of human rights abuse. 

'Despite the leftist tinge of the Sandinistas, \ 
recent resignations of two junta members j 
prompted moderation of some Sandinista ! 
policies — such as confiscations of property 
— - and private-sector confidence is growing 

Crista Rica — This small country remains 
the most stable democracy in foe area. 
Economic woes have prompted a series of 
debilitating labor strikes, but workers mast 
the strikes are simple labor actions which are 
not politically inspired. The government has . 
tried to put some distance between itself and j 
Nicaragua’s Sandinistas, although Costa Rica 
was involved in. the Somoza overthrow. Buta 
deep democratic tradition often defuses any 
unrest because of an open political system.

The four team time-trials did the rest 
accounting for almost four and a half minutes 
of his winning margin. 

Zoetemelk was born in the small Dutch 
town of St. Grave nhade 33 years ago. After 
dabbling in speed skating as a youngster, he 
turned to a cycling career in 1964. 


He first sprung to fame as an amateur when 
accompanied by Marinus Pijnen, Fedor Den 
Hartog and Jan Krekels he won the 196S 
Mexico Olympics 100 kms. time trial cycling 
gold medal. The following year be underlined 
his exceptional promise by winning his first 
multi-stage event — the Tour de L’ avenir and 
shortly afterwards joined the ranks of the 
professionals. 

His first Tour de France came in 1970 
when he sensationally finished second 12 
minutes 51 seconds overall behind to legen- 
dary Belgian Eddy Merckx.

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IRAN’S UNCERTAINTY 

The deterioration of the situation in Iran goes unchecked- The 
revolutionary regime ought to have consolidated itself by now; but it 
is still in the grip of its destructive contradictions. The euphoria 
following the departure of the former Shah helped to keep these in 
the background fora while. But the mood has definitely passed, and 
dissensions are in the foreground. 

The regime’s uncertainty reflects itself in the harsh and summary 
justice meted to the alleged army conspirators against the state, a 
new batch of whom were executed two days ago. More executions are 
certain to follow; without the regime showing the slightest concern 
for the effect these might have on the already uncertain morale of the 
armed forces. There is even talk that the said “conspiracy’’ existed 
nowhere but in the minds of the regime's leaders, and that the whole 
exercise is an attempt to deter the army from conspiring against the 
regime rather than punish an actual conspiracy. 

The regime’s fears are not without base — and they are mostly the 
outcome of its own failure to solve the country’s numerous problems. 
Chief among these is the economic one, with no progress being made 
to rectify the country’s economic life after its disruption by the 
revolutionary upheaval. The number of the unemployed continues to 
increase, and the struggle for development is yet to resume. 

Beyond this, the problem of the minorities is far from a solution. 
The Kurdish areas are still in a state of war, and Azerbaijan is bracing 
itself for further trouble, with its religious leader. Ayatollah Shariat 
Madari, still under house arrest, as well as under threat of assassina- 
tion from fanatics. On the other hand, the supporters of the former 
Shah both inside and outside the country are redoubling their efforts 
to disrupt ihe regime. They have not given hope of restoring the 
monarchy and their country’s international isolation cannot but gjve 
them encouragement. 

The left wing organizations, which have hitherto refused to accept 
the regime’s challenge, are known to be readying themselves for a 
confrontation with the Revolutionary Guard. Most of them have 
kept their arsenals in hiding, and are now tightening their organiza- 
tions and building up new networks within and outside Tehran. 

Against all this, the regime offers a far from a united front, given 
the increasing bitter contest between the Islamic Republican Party 
with its control over the new parliament and fundamentalist religious 
outlook, and the side led by President Bani-Sadr, which is the “lib- 
eral” wing of the regime. This is the confrontation which is expected 
to explode first, given final supremacy to one of the sides. Until this 
happens, the country’s drift will continue. 


Dissident defies 
sanctions

LONDON — 

Since the summer of last year the unauthorized 
publication in the West of any text by an East Ger- 
man writer has been a criminal offence. At least one 
dissident writer does not care. 

He is Robert Havemann, who was sentenced to 
death by the Hitler regime for treason but survived 
to become one of East Germany’s leading physicists 
in the 1950s and early 1960s. 

He turned against the East German Party 16 

years ago and has already been put under house 
arrest for two years and fined S 5,000 for publishing 
in the West without authorization. 

Still defiant, he has now sent a recording to the 
West in which he sharply attacks the Party leader- 
ship in East Germany. 

Dissent in East Germany, in contrast to practi- 
cally all other East European countries, is framed in 
Socialist terms. For this reason it often seems to be 
more like internal bickering, but this is an errone- 
ous impression. 

Havemann’ 5 latest protest was triggered by the 
publication of a book in East Germany in which his 
part in the resistance to Hitler was cut but. 

However, his criticism is by no means confined to 
personal animosities. As he says himself: ‘I am not 
an enemy of East Germany, as many people 
believe. On the contrary, I think that my criticism of 
the policies of the East German Government, and 
of the Party, will help to improve the political condi- 
tions in East Germany, make it more secure and 
help it to progress.’ 

Havemann challenges the Party to put an end to 
the class system which has, in his view, developed in 
East Germany. He criticizes the sale of Western 
goods at artificially high prices in special shops; he 
ridicules the three-tier price system introduced at 
the last Party congress in 1976. 

He accuses East German economists of serious 
blunders such as under-pricing the value of labor. 
He argues that it has not paid companies to intro- 
duce modem technology because labor costs have 
been kept artificially low. 

His main criticism, however, is directed at the 
distance between the leadership and the masses. 
‘There is an immense amount of distrust, not so 
much on the part of the population but on the side 
of those who rule the country. Those who govern 
are afraid of names like Bahro, Heym, Jurek 
Becker and my own, because they know that what 
these people say is understood and approved of by 
tiie mass of the people. 

If Havemann had his way the whole politburo 
would be sacked and replaced with democratic con- 
trol. He calls the rule by the politburo * the dictator- 
ship of a clique, not the dictatorship of the pro- 
letariat of which Marx and Engels were talking. 

‘Here we have a minority which believes itself to 
be the cream of society. It is a dictatorship in the old 
purely bourgeois sense.’ 

Turning to the danger of war and the present 
international crisis, Havemann says it is not the 
Soviet Union but the capitalist States which are 
creating iL Although he admits that the Soviet inva- 
sion of Afghanistan was a serious mistake, he main- 
tains it was not expansionism but the search for 
security which prompted the Afghan adventure. 

‘The Soviets had to pay with 20 million dead 
during the last world war because they did not 
worry enough about security, because Stalin trusted 
Hitler. No Soviet government today can afford to 
repeat such a blunder.’ 

Havemann bolds that it is necessary for a Com- 
munist party to allow criticism as a way of fostering 
the confidence of the masses. 

‘ If it does, it gains in strength, and if the popula- 
tion in the Socialist countries gains this trust in the 
government then the Communist parries' of the 
West will also gain the confidence of their people. 
This then offers an opportunity to get rid of the 
reactionary political forces in the capitalist coun- 
tries which are fostering the next war.’ (OFNS) 



Russian commanders fear ‘bunker-bustef

WASHINGTON — 

Moscow’s willingness to abandon preconditions 
for talks about theater nuclear weapons inEurope 
may partly reflect its apprehension at the special 
threat posed by ihe Pershing 2 missiles NATO plans 
to acquire in 1983. The new Soviet position 
emerged in talks between tbe~West German Chan- 
cellor Helmut Schmidt and President Brezhnev last 
week. 

Senior American officials believe that the Soviet 
leaders were taken by surprise by NATO’s decision 
last December to acquire the missiles and may have 
thought it would never come about. 

The Russians complain that the new missiles 


would upset the strategic balance worked out in the 
strategic arms limitation talks because, while tech- 
nically theatre weapons, they will be able to hit 
Soviet territory. American strategic experts believe 
that the Russians are particularly worried by.the* 
threat that Pershing 2 missiles pose to the Soviet" 
national command authority which would direct 
any nuclear war.

China plays down nuclear hazards

LONDON- 

America’s near disaster at Three Mile Island has 
been cited by a Chinese authority as a sign that the 
hazards of nuclear energy are vastly overrated: 

Xu Zeguang, a member of China's State Scien- 
tific and Technological Commission, recognizing 
that ’some comrades are worried about the safety of 
nuclear power,’ has recently stated that safety pre- 
cautions and quality control can ensure against ‘the 
possibility of any major accidents occurring in nuc- 
lear power stations.' 

After 30 years of world-wide experience in nuc- 
lear energy, Xu concludes that 2,000 ‘ nudear years’ 
have resulted in not a single nuclear injury or fatal- 
ity. Although the Three Mile Island aeddent pro- 
voked wide concern, -the three most gravely 
threatened victims received a radiation dose equal 
to only two X-ray photographs. 

‘The accident s results,' Xu Zeguang maintained, 
‘have further demonstrated the safety of nudear 
power stations.'

Nuclear energy, therefore, is now seen by the 
Chinese as the answer to a growing need. 

Xu warned that the east China power grid will ho 
longer be able to operate on coal along by the year 
2000, China’s target date for full modernization. 
Nor, apparently, will the south-west's hydroelectric 
resources meet furture needs. 

Pointing to the development of China’s nudear 
weaponry, Xu hailed the impending civilian 
implementation of nuclear know-how as an exam- ' 
pie of 1 the integration of the army and the people.' 

He brushed aside the likelihood of nudear catas- 
trophe, insisting that it is ‘far lower than a breach in 
a dam or a plane crash.’ He did not mention birth 
defects, nudear waste disposal, or fall-out.

Oka : also 
reported in a page one story that PLO Chairman 
Yasser Arafat was trying to obtain Soviet arms dur- 
ing his current visit to Moscow. 

Newspapers generally editorialized about the 
upcoming U.N. General Assembly session, 
they said it would be successful if the world* s smal- 
ler nations calls end the domination of the super- 
powers there. At the same time, the editorials urged 
the Arab states to achieve solidarity and exploit 
their unity to produce positive results. 

In an editorial,Af Riyadh noted that the new UN. 
proposal to solve ihe Middle East issue means that 
the U.N. has once again been given a huge role to 
play. The paper said it was time to map out a finn 
strategy so that the proposal receives support from 
a large number of countries. It added that the use of 
the U.N. as a base for a fresh Arab move was 
fraught with risks and would not produce any solu- 
tion without Arab solidarity. 

Al Jadrah called upon the advocates of peace at 
the United Nations to remember the woes and suf- 
ferings of Arabs inside the occupied territories. The 
paper reminded them that the U.N. Human Rights 
Committee has already described the condition of 
the Arabs in Palestine as “ insult to humanity at 
large.” This should drive the U.N. speakers to 
defend the U.N. Charter and ail other international 
treaties, the paper said. It urged the adoption of 
resolutions representing the will of the world which 


the Zionists have always ignored. 

In an editorial, Al Yom (The Day) warned about 
the talks Zionists use whenever the Arabs fry to 
make’s move at the international level to solve the 
Middle East crisis on the basis of justice and peace. 
The paper regretted that Israel was busy using dip- 
lomatic and propaganda tactics to distort the facts at 
a time when the non-aligned nations and Arab and 
Islamic countries were “ knocking on the door ” of 
the United Nations.

The life of the rich Afghan family who

‘The Last Nomad’ 

Reviewerc 
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The Last Nomad Wilfred Thesiger. E. P. 

Dutton. New York, 1980. % 24.95

JEDDAH — This is the American edi- 
tion of the book published in England in 
1 979 with the better, less pretentions title, 
Desert \ Marsh and Mountain. Whatever 
else he is. Thesiger is not a nomad. 

Born in Abyssinia at the British Lega- 
tion in 1910, a son of the British establ- 
ishment, Thesiger, nephew of a Viceroy of 
India, was educated at Eton and Oxford 
He enjoyed and still enjoys the enormous 
advantages of connection and. patron age. 
Indeed, it is certain he would never have 
achieved what he has as a traveler without 
his powerful friends. 

Tliroughout the book we read of the 
indispensable help of sultans, walis, gov- 
ernors, princes, ministers, ambassadors 
and friends at court. This is not to detract 
from Thesiger 1 s undoubted bravery. But a 
man who so scathingly rejects his own cul- 
ture and civilization must expect to be 
examined closely when he uses all its 
panoply of power to get what he wants for 
himself. 

Much of the text of the book is com- 
posed of extracts from his Arabian Saudis 
(1959) and The Marsh Arabs (1964), two 
of the most excellent travel books ever 
written in English. He has a wonderful

style of writing, a rare gift of evoking 
atmosphere and character and an almost 
hypnotic command over the empathy of 
his readers. 

What is new is some autobiographical 
material. This reveals some of the possible 
causes of the evolution of his very unusual 
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4 nomad’ status 

man, his lonely and unbefriended school 
days and his often aggressive wilfulness. 
There are also some sketches of journeys 
in Iran and the Hindu Kush and a charm- 
ing cameo of Yemen. The text, though, is 
only the connecting narative for a superb 
collection of monochrome photographs of 
the people and landscapes among which 
Thesiger moved for 40 years. 

Thesiger, an old man who now lives in 
Kenya as an honorary game warden and 
who only occasionally com mures to his 
London dub, inevitably invites compari- 
son with the great explorers and travelers 
of the past. What, in fact, did he achieve? 
Most of the great names not only wrote 
magnificently but mack enormous con- 
tributions to science, scholarship and 
human progress as well. 

Livingstone devoted himself to 
medicine and to the abolition of slavery. 
Butron was a giant among orientalists and 
a meticulous sdentist. Stanley had an 
empire builder's virion to open remote 
places to trade. Others were diplomats 
and soldiers. Only Thesiger, it seems, was 
the complete dilettante. When he was 
offered the chance to do something useful 
in locust control in Arabia, be rejected it 
to preserve a self indulgent freedom. 

To be just, al tough Arabian Sands tells 
us little more than we already knew from 
Doughty, Thomas or Philby, certainly The 
Marsh Arabs is a penetrating piece of ant- 
hropology as well as a rarely beautiful 
book. 

This obsession with beauty is the 
characteristic of Thesiger which most 
emerges from his writings and, indeed, 
from his life. In pursuit of lovely landscape 
and above all, of human beauty, Thesiger 
abandoned the certainty of high office and 
gave himself to pain, danger and, as it 
turned out, terrible disillusionment. 

This passage describes his first 
encounter with bin Ghabaisjia; “Among 
them was a boy with a face of classic 
beauty; rather sad and pensive in repose, 
it lit up when he smiled like a pool touched 
by the sun. Amino us must have looked 
like This, I thought, when Hadrian first met 
him in the Phrygian woods.” 

Twenty-seven years later, when they 
meet again in Oman, bin Ghabaisha is a 
recent outlaw, a killer, gray bearded, with 
a blood price on his bead. The disillusion- 
ment of Thesiger, sadly, is that of all anac- 
hronisms. He regrets the coining of the 
motor car but he himself gave rifles and 
bullets to mere boys. 

In his epilogue, he describes a visit to 
Oman in 1977. A guest of the Sultan, of 
course, be sneers at the cars, helicopters, 
launches and air planes which are placed 
at his disposal. He compares the new age 
unfavourably with the time before when 
he traveled there and was hunted, hated 
and nearly killed by the ungovernable 
tribesmen. He regrests the passing of Sul- 
tan Said bin Timur. Does Thesiger know, 
one wonders, what it was like to be a 
subject-slave of Said bin ‘Timur? Or even 
to have been his imprisoned son, the pres- 
ent Sultan? Does he know that there was 
no medicine or education in Oman until 
1970? And he does know does he care?

The- doctor, with 22 years of teaching 
experience on the medical faculty of Kabul 
University, was arrested four months after 
the April 1978 coup that brought the Com- 
munist regime of Nur Mohammad Taraki to 
power. 

TJe only charge against the doctor was that 
hehappened to be a member of irrehad-e- 
Sr? (National Union), an association of 
h.abul University professors. 

It was not a political or ganisa tion but just 
a study circle of some professors with Islamic, 
liberal and nationalist character. Our aim was 
to promote Islamic and nationalist trends 
among our students, but our association 
remained a purely educational and literary 
forum having nothing to do with politics or 
agitation. 

Professors have such forums in almost 
every country, both developed and develop- 
ing. It is not a crime to educate your students 
beyond textbooks”, said the doctor, who was 
punished with seven months of solitary con- 
finement. 

" We were taken out of our cells for just 30 
minutes a day, but even in that time we were 
not allowed to talk to each other or merely 
say ‘Assalam-o-Alakum,’ for which I saw 
prisoners being punished. Even close friends 
and acquaintance, would not recognize each 
other in the jail because exchanging notes or 
greetings would land both sides in trouble.’’ 

The doctor said that during the night a 
group of four or five men would usually kick 
open the door of his cell and start beating him 
with kicks and blows without any reason. “It 
was neither an interrogation session that 
mentally prepares the prisoners for such viol- 
ent treatment,’' he commented. 

He said some members of the Parcham 
party of Babrak Karma! , which had been 
purged by the ruling Khalq faction of presi- 
dent Nur Muhammad Taraki, were both wit- 
ness and victims of these tortures. Many Par- 
chamites left for medical treatment abroad 
when their party came to power, he said. 

The doctor said the physical torture caused 
him internal injuries of the abdomen. He was 
twice taken to the jafl hospital.- but denied 
proper medical treatment. 

Electric shocks continued in spite of his ill 
health and a broken finger had to be left to 
natural healing after he was denied a plaster 
bandage. Such was the treatment of the fin- 
gers that once brought relief to thousands of 
patients. 

“However, it was all these tortures which 
enabled me to discover the truth in that Per- 
sian proverb: The man who is softer than 
petals is at times harder than stones. He 
smiled and added that one learns a lot during 
imprisonment. To avoid painful accounts of 
his days of detention, we switched our con- 
versation to the period after his release, but

still he could not wash away the pain. 

“Well, in one way the Babrak government 
brought a lot of relief to myself and other 
innocent prisoners like me.” The doctor 
paused for a moment. “But then it also 
brought the Russians. 1 have never known the 
means and methods by which an Afghan 
could reconcile himself to their presence on 
his soil.” 

Soon after release Jan. 4, the doctor was 
pursuaded by authorities to immediately 
rejoin his faculty, but he insisted on having 
some rest. 

“I went to the university in April, but it was 
much different from what I had left in 1978. 
There were no classes or lectures, so I started 
going to the hospital. Sixty per cent of the 
professors have either been jailed, killed or 
have deserted both the campus and the coun- 
try. The 40 per cent remaining on the teach- 
ing staff consist mainly of young lecturers 
who themselves need to be taught. Don’t 
expect them to do the job the senior profes- 
sors were doing before the coup." 

The professor said students followed the 
teaching staff in flight from shrinking univer- 
sity freedoms. An average class of about 1 50 
medical students was soon reduced to 10-15 
students. 

The Communist students had their own 
game to play on campus. They would pres- 
sure the teachers to go on with the normal 
lecture schedule in spite of massive absences 
to show the university- was still breathing. I 
refused to take such dummy classes where I 
could spot faces collected from different 
years — first to final — arranged as a show for 
political purposes by the supporters of the 
ruling party. I would always tell these Com- 
munist students that I would not lecture 
empty benches even if I was reported 
against.” 

The removal and desertion bv senior offi- 
cials is not a phenomenon restricted to Kabul 
University alone. It is spreading over the 
entire Afghan administration. Professional 


and impartial government servants have been 

killed, jailed, fired or dumped in less influen- 
tial administrative posts. 

"The people now at the helm of affairs in 
all government departments are mostly 
young, improperly educated and inexperi- 
enced." The exiled professor said. "What is 
more painful is that they are vulgar and ill 
mannered as well. They neither know people 
nor their temperament and lack public con- 
tacts. They often disregard centuries-old 
Afghan traditions like respect for women." 

The doctor said large scale defections, 
retirements and killings have left Afghan 
bureaucracy facing personnel problems that 
become more acute with each passing day. 
"Almost everyone I know in Kabul wants to 
leave the country." he said. 

Analyzing the impact of the Communist 
invasion on future Russian- Afghan relations, 
the doctor said damage has been done that is 
beyond compensation. "Even if the Shoor- 
vies (Russians) withdraw from our country, 
the distrust would prevail for centuries. The 
bitterness cannot be swallowed. The two 
jrountries, in spite of their contrasting 
ideologies and character, had good relations, 
a model for conflicting neighbors all over the 
globe, during the last few decades. They 
(Russians) may like to take credit now by a 
sudden and surprise withdrawal, but they 
know that it is no compensation for the disas- 
ters they have brought to Afghanistan." 

“We Afghans have been a little extra- 
proud of our freedom and sovereignty. When 
I was in the hospital early this year, two young 
female .Afghan students were brought to the 
emergency operation theater. Both of them 
were unconscious, bleeding badly. One of 
them suddenly regained her senses and 
started crying. I thought she was crying 
because of her bullet wounds, but she sur- 
prised everyone in the operating theater with 
her words. — “ 1 am not dead yet. I should be 
dead. If the other girls can die, why can’t I die 
for my country?"

U.S/ energy war’ dividing the union 
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Toyota optimistic oyer

WASHINGTON — In Evanston, Wyom- 
ing, men who work in the burgeoning oilfields 
during the day often must sleep in their cars at 
night. Whole families crowd into single hotel 
rooms while they wait for new homes and 
apartments to be built. And Evanston, a rown 
of 7.500, is looking for six new policemen to 
replace officers who quit for bigger pav on 
drill rigs. 

This is the face of the energy boom in the 
west, a modem gold rush for oil and coal that 
is bringing big problems as well as big money 
to the region. 

Far to the east, in Detroit, the situation is

very different. The city is ravaged by reces- 
sion, in large pan because rising gasoline 
prices have destroyed the market for big 
automobiles. Making things tougherforpeo- 
ple and businesses there, Detroit gets its elec- 
tricity from increasingly expensive Wyoming 
coal, and Mayor Coleman Young has joined a 
crusade to force a cutback in Wymoing's siz- 
able tax on coal. 

Evanston and Detroit are only two among 
dozens of battlefields in an incipient energy 
war. A fierce economic and social conflict 
threatens to pit state against state, region 
against region, and consumers almost every- 
where against the nation s producers of oil, 
coal and shale oil. 

With almost no national attention, one of 
the opening guns in the war has been fired in 
Congress, which is considering legislation to 
put a 12.5 per cent ceiling on coal severance 
taxes, its levies imposed by a state on every 
ton of coal mined within its borders. The 
legislation, supported by federal legislators 
and local officials from such coal-importing 
states as Minnesota. Texas. Indiana, and 
Michigan, is aimed directly at two coal- 
producing_states. Montana and Wyoming. 
Needless'to say; it is vehemently opposed by 
the producer states. 

But the issue is much broader than a disr 
pute among a handful of states and their coal 

3 tiers. Virtually all Americans will even- 
j be touched by the tension between the 
sellers and buyers of the nation s precious 
energy resources. 

Southern California Edison, for example, 
already draws from out-of-state generating 
plants that run on Arizona and New Mexico 
coal. Within the decade, a massive coal- fired 
power complex in Utah may provide electric- 
ity to meet the needs of 1 .5 million people in 
Southern California. 

The consumers worry that they will be 
gouged by "the new home-grown OPEC we 
are seeing right here in our own country,” in 
the words of San Antonio Mayor Lila Cock- 
rell. vice chairman of the National Coal Con- 


sumers Much is promoting the 

severance tax limimuon. 

OPEC has raised the price of oil from$ 13 a 
band to $ 32 in the past 17 months, con- 
tributing to America's explosive burst of 
inflation. Federal energy policy has sought to 
reduce U.S. dependence on the cartel, but 
regional leaders such as Cockrell ask wbai 
good that will do if domestic energy produc- 
ers charge equally high prices. 

The domestic eneigy producers respond 
with a fierce rhetoric of their own, denying 
that they will victimize their fellow Ameri- 
cans. 

Coal- producing states “ are not going to be 
made a national sacrifice area in order to 
air-condition Detroit and heat Minneapolis, 
and they are not going to allow the develop- 
ment of this energy without requiring the 
energy companies and the consumers to pay 
the full cost of that development," says Byron 
L. Dorgan, who is state tax commissioner in 
North Dakota, an increasingly important 
source of western coal. 

"We saw that happened to Pennsylvania 
and West Virginia when the mines came and 
we don’t want it to happen to us," says Sen. 
Alan Simpson, R-Wyo. 

The energy fight echoes the dispute bet- 
ween the snowbelt and sunbelt, the northeast 
and midwest against the economically boom- 
ing south and west. "As the price of oil gets 
higher and higher, it accentuates a bigger 
problem," says Sen. John Da nforth, R-Mo. 

The removal of federal price controls on oil 
will bring a bonanza to California, Alaska, 
Texas, Louisiana. Oklahoma, New Mexico, 
Wyoming and Kansas. Together they will col- 
lect an additional $ 110 billion in state and 
local taxes during the 1980s because of 
higher oil prices, according to Rep. John 
Anderson, R-Dl., the independent candidate 
for president. 

Cb ogress should put Limits on taxes col- 
lected by state and local communities on o3 
and coal and find some way to redistribute 
energy wealth to regions lacking the raw mat- 
erials, Anderson said in a Detroit campaign 
speech. Severance taxes on energy produc- 
tion, he declared, "serve only to fractionate 
and divide the nation.”

Anderson’ s view will scarcely be welcomed 
in Oklahoma and Texas, where bumper stic- 
kers have been spotted with the slogan, 
“drive slowly, freeze a Yankee to death." 

Danforth worries that the oil-rich 
states will use their funds to drain business 
away from energy-poor regions. States drip- 
ping with oil surpluses can offer tax abate- 
ments, provide lower interest loans, or even 
“literally build plants and give them to indus- 
tries," Danforth said in a recent interview.

Alaska legislature recently eliminated the 
income tax and provided cash bonuses to all 
residents. Each Alaskan gets $50 for every 
year of residence since the state entered the 
union in 1959. up to a maximum payment of 
$1,050. 

When faced with inflation and expanding 
demands for local services, state legislatures 
may decide that the easiest course is to levy a 
stiff tax on energy resources, a tax that will 
hurt people outside the state, says Rep. Phil 
Sharp, D-Ind_, author of a bill to limit coal 
severance taxes by Wyoming and Montana. 

“It is politically easy to bid up the rate of 
taxation," he says, when the taxes are chiefly 
paid by people in other regions. Sharp ack- 
nowledges that the coal states will have major 
costs of social disruption and environmental 
cleanup linked to their expanding output. But 
what is to prevent them from raising even 
more taxes than they need for their purposes. 
Sharp wonders. “What’s to prevent them 
from following Alaska?” he asks rhetorically. 
His bill would limit tax collections on coal to 
an overall rate of 1 2.5 per cent when the tax is 
levied by state or local governments. Current 
tax levels, including local charges, range as 
high as 30 per cent in Montana and 1 7 per 
cent in Wyoming for some shipments of coal. 
Even if the legislation does not become law, 
the threat should give pause to the state legis- 
latures, Sharp contends. 

Current tax rates have a miniscule impact 
on consumers of electricity made from coal, 
according to coal-state officials. Montana 
says its severance tax costs each residential 
customer between 78 cents and $ 4.03 a year 
depending on the particular, electric utility. 

“Customers of Detroit Edison paid$ 2.22 
per month in state and local sales taxes, but 
only pennies to Montana.” Rep. Pat Wil- 
liams, D-Mont., said at recent House hear- 
ings on the tax limitation bills. 

The energy boom brings with it a demand 
for new schools, roads, sewer systems, police 
and fire services. Towns and cities demand 
help from the state, which relies on tax 
revenues from the coal or the oil. 

The "shortfall in Montana is already here ” 
Williams said. Requests from local com- 
munities for aid exceed revenues by at least 
$20 million, he asserted. 

The nation as a whole must pay the tab for 
the sacrifices the energy-rich states will 


make, insists Rep. Richard Cheney, R-Wyo. 
A massive synthetic fuels industry, with 
liquid and gas fuels produced from coal, is 
planned for his state “because the folks at 
Seabrook and Harrisburg do not like nuclear 
power, and the folks in New Jersey do not like 
to drill for oil," Cheney said. " A few folks in 
Wymong would just as soon forget it, but we 
don’t have that option." 

The concerns of Wyoming and Montana 
“are clearly shared by a number of the Rocky 
Mountain states" according to Rep. Tim 
Wtith, D-Colo. Northwestern Colorado has 
massive deposits of shale rock, which can be 
crushed and heated to yield oil. Exxon has 
predicted that the region will be the center of 
a massive shale industry within 30 years, 
which could increase the population of 
northwestern Colorado from the current 
75,000 to 1.5 million. 

The area will need billions of dollars in 
private and public investments to cope with 
the energy boom, according to Wirth, who 
opposes efforts to limit the authority of the 
states to raise taxes to pay the bill. 

“I would hope it will not turn into a con- 
frontation between east and west, or con- 
sumers and producers, or the federal gov- 
ernment and the states, or the Rocky Moun- 
tain states and others,” he says.

Kuwait, Dubai benefit

PARIS, July 21 (AFP) — Western trade 
sanctions against Iran are beneficial to Gulf 
region companies, the Paris- published 
Arabic weekly Al Mostakbal reported. 

Kuwait and Dubai are the two main capi- 
tals re-exporting goods to Iran. The items 
passing through these cities on their way to 
Iran vary from powered milk to video casset- 
tes. Most of these products go by sea, and 
small shipping firms are consequently enjoy- 
ing a boom, the paper said.

KUWAIT, July 21 ( AP) — Kuwait has no 
plans to reduce the current price of its erode 
oil of $31.50 a barrel.

Iran oil officials not worried 
by equipment breakdowns 


TEHRAN, July 21 (R) — Equipment fail- 
ures in Iran's oilfields have slowed their 
capacity to produce crude oil, but this does 
not worry officials dedicated to conserving 
the country’s most important resource. 

Under the Shah, ofl output reached a peak 
of over six million barrels per day (BPD), of 
which more than five minion were exported. 
The revolutionary government has slashed 
both figures, determined to make more out of 
oil and to keep it as Jong as possible. 

Hoesein Ali Fatemi, until last week deputy 
manager of onshore fields and now having 
reached retirement age, said Iran could at 
present produce a maximum of three million 
BPD. He added that be former rate of pro- 
duction “killed the reservoire." Three million 
BPD was the optimum output level, and 
would allow Iran to use its oil reserves few 
many years. 

When machines or turbines go out of 
order, they simply stay that way, Fatemi told 
Reuters in Ahwaz, the center of Iran’s oil 
producing region. Spare parts formerly came 
from the United States and countries such as 
Britain and France. All have banned exports 
to Iran because of the American hostages. 
“We don't try to buy them (spare parts), we 
try to make diem ourselves. But it may take 
years," Fatemi said. Iranian industry has sue- 
ceded in making some parts but more delicate 
items, such as electronic equipment, could 
not be obtained. 


However, the reduced production level 
meant that the parts shortage was not likely 
to be a serious problem, die official said. 
Fate mi’s remarks on spare parts contrasted 
with refinery and petrochemical complex 
managers who said that although they had 
hgd problems, they were able to obtain or 
manufacture the parts they needed. Activity 
in on-site workshops had increased dramati- 
cally:, they said and they still had plenty of 
parts in stock. 

However, all the officials agreed that 
pipeline explosions, of which there have been 
a large number over the last year, have not 
had a significant effect on production. Sup- 
plies to the Abadan refinery were reduced for 
two months, but export facilities were not 
damaged. 

Fatemi said that from January to April this 
year, onshore fields were producing an aver- 
age of around two million BPD, but since 
. then the average had dropped to around 1.6 
million. 

Meanwhile, Iran is going all out to exploit 
its offshore fields on the continental shelf in 
the Gulf, which are producing over 400,000 
BPD. The figures give by Fatemi woold thus 
put Iranian production in the first part of the 
year at about 2.4 million BPD and in the 
second part at about two million. 

So total average production is probably 
dose to the official figure of two million BPD 
now being given by Oil Minister Ali Akbar 
Moinfar, analysts say.

How often do you have to 
make six good plays in a row 
to make a contract? Surely not 
often, but here’s a case where 
declarer performed that feat. 
West led the king of spades 
against four hearts, taken in 
dummy with the ace. South 
now made his first good play 
when he rufied a spade with 
his seven of trumps. 

South made his second good 
play when he led the jack of 
hearts, not the five, to 
dummy’s king. This well- 
considered play paid off when 


it enabled declarer to stay in 
dummy after he led the six of 
hearts and played his five on 
dummy’s six. 

Then came Sooth’s third 
good play when he ruffed 
another spade — in pursuance 
of his plan to reduce his trump 
length to the greatest extent 
possible. The effect of South’s 
first five plays was that his 
wily remaining trumps were 
the A-10-8, while East still had 
the Q-4. 

South would have preferred 
to be in dummy at this point, 
in order to ruff still another 
spade and thus immobilize 
East’s Q-4 of trumps. But 
South was in his own hand and 
had to find a way to force West 
to give him another ruff. 

He accomplished this by 
making his fourth good play 
when he cashed the A-K of 
dubs, thus denuding West of 
dubs and reducing West’s 
hand to spades and diamonds. 
Now came declarer’s fifth 
good play when he exited with 
the king of diamonds. 

West took the king with the 
ace and cashed the queen^of 
diamonds, but then tad to lead 
a spade or a diamond. South 
ruffed the return, reducing his 
holding to the A-10 of hearts 
and three of dubs. East’s 
cards were the Q-4 of hearts 
and jack of dubs. Declarer 
now exited with a club — good 
play number six — and East 
had to yield the last two tricks 
to South.

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.Korea proposes 
limited Seoul links 


TOKYO, July 21 (AFP) — South Korea is 
ready to follow up the new North Korean 
offer of limited exchanges between the two 
countries. United States Congressman 
Stephen Solarz told a news conference in 
Tokyo Monday. 

Solarz, a Democrat from New York, who 
was the fiist American political figure to visit 
North Korea in 30 years, said South Korean 
officials he met in Tokyo Monday morning 
were skeptical about the North Korean prop- 
osals but were prepared to see if they could 
lead to new developments between the two 


countries. 


Solarz was in North Korea on a four-day 
unofficial visit. He spent four hours with Pres- 
ident Kim II Sung and nine hours with Kim 
Young- Nam, director of the international 
affairs department of the central committee 
of the Korean Workers Party. 

In these meetings the North Korean lead- 
ers dropped their demand that the abolition 
of anti-Communist legislation by South 
Korea be a preliminary condition for 
approval of family reunions and postal 
exchange between the two countries, Solarz 
said. 


Workers resist coup 



LA PAZ. Bolivia, July 21 (R) — Bolivia's 
military rulers Monday urged workers to 
return to their jobs in a bid to break a general 
strike of resistance to last Thursday's coup. 

Broadcasts over the state radio network 
called on Bolivians to go back to normal work 
and to cooperate with the “ national recon- 
struction process " launched with the revolt 
which toppled President Lidia Gueiler. 

Contact with the southern Andean mining 
region, where the 50,000-strong miners 
unions have organized resistance, was cut 
Sunday when a network of miner-controlled 
radios went off the air. 

Infantry troops with armored support had 
captured three mining districts up to Sunday 
and were reported to be approaching Catavi 
and Siglo, two of the most important tin- 
mining center. The miners radio said Sunday 
the army had encountered strong resistance 
in Santa Ana and Chocalla. 450 kilometers 
south of La Paz but military sources said the 
miners' situation was hofreless. 

They faced enormously superior firepower 
in a tightly concentrated zone which could 
easily be.- surrounded, the sources said. 
Sporadic clashes between troops and civilian 
groups continued in working class suburbs of 
La Paz and the ruling junta extended for 20 
days the suspension of academic activities to 
prevent students from organizing resistance. 

The national reconstruction junta, com- 


by strike 

posed of the commanders of the army, the air 
force and the navy', has not issued any casu- 
alty figures for the revolt. The only confirmed 
victims so far were Socialist Party chief Mar- 
celo Ouiroga Santa Cruz and miners leader 
Gualberto Vega, both killed on Thursday in 
an attack by plainclothes aim men on the 
Bolivian Workers ^Confederation (CDB) 
headquarters. 

Relatives of Simon Reyes, a Communist 
member of parliament said he had been kil- 
led in the same action, but this was not offi- 
cially confirmed. 

Unofficial reports said about 200 people, 
mostly political and union leaders, had been 
arrested, but military sources said they were 
being gradually released. Mis. Gueiler 
remained in the papal nunciature, where she 
look asylum on Friday, and a source close to 
her said she planned to renounce to her resig- 
nation before leaving the country. 

Mrs. Gueiler was awaiting for the right 
moment ■' to discose details on the way she 
was forced to resign”, the source said. 

Leftist presidentical candidate Herman 
Siles Zuazo. who won the popular vote in 
elections on June 29 and had been expected 
to be confirmed as president a pari iamertaiy 
runoff. Sunday urged Bolivians to join the 
resistance. 

Siles Zuazo went into hiding after the coup.

Bakhtiar assailants charged 


PARIS, July 21 (R.J — Five men seized 
following Friday's assassination attempt 
against Shahpour B3khtair. the deposed 
Shah of Iran’s last prime minister, have been 
charged with murder and attempted murder. 

A police guard and a woman neighbor 
were killed in the raid on Bakhtair’s apart- 
ment in a western Paris suburb. The five were 
charged Sunday with premeditated murder 
and if convicted they could be sentenced to 
death by guillotine. 

Informed sources said police believed two 
of the men were Iranians, two Palestinians 
and one. thought to be the leader, a Leban- 
ese. Public Prosecutor Bernard Hatouk told a 
press confe rence : * - The j usticc a uthori ties are 


determined to pursue this matter to its con- 
clusion. There has been no question of dip- 
lomatic immunity, and no request for extradi- 
tion.” 

(In Tehran, a group calling itself “Guard- 
smen of Islam” has claimed responsibility for 
the attack and Sunday criticized Iranian Fore- 
ign Minister Sadeq Ghotbzadeh for con- 
demning it). 

Ghotbzadeh said on French television on 
Saturday the attack was carried out by sup- 
porters of the Shah to discredit the present 
Iranian government. He added that the Ira- 
nian government was against all such violent 
action. The “Guardsmen of Islam” said 
Ghotbzadeh should praise their action. 


U.S. temperatures down, deaths up 


NEW YORK, July 21 (AP) — The death 
toll from the month of hot weather in the 
United States continued to rise over the 
weekend, with at least 1,167 heat-related 
deaths reported by Monday, according to an 
unofficial tally compiled by the Associated 
Press. 

Temperatures in the southern states ol 
Florida, Georgia. Alabama, Mississippi and 
Louisiana were mostly in the high Stfs and 
low 90s Sunday, welcome relief from the 
high 9ffs that predominated for weeks. 

But up north. New York City had its hot- 
test Julv 20 on record as the temperature hit 
101 . 

Twenty- three heal- related deaths were 
reported Sunday in Kansas City. Missouri. 
Tnat brought the total for rhe city to III, 
making it the hardest-hit city in the country. 
The statewide total was 235, which led the 
total for states. 

National guard troops drove around Kan- 


sas City passing out fans to residents without 
air conditioners. In St. Louis, national guard- 
smen went door-to-door looking for elderly 
people suffering from the heat. 

In Oklahoma, state residents prayed for 
rain at the urging of Governor George Nigh. 
Dr. Bailey Smith, pastor of the First Southern 
Baptist Church in Del City, said 3,000 people 
ended a ibree-weekreligious crusade by join- 
ing ha.ids and praying for rain. 

In Houston, it was too hot to swim. 
More than 1 00 children who entered a neigh- 
borhood swim meet Saturday had to be tre- 
ated for heat-related illnesses and the meet 
was halted. 

In southern Texas, hwever. the heat was 
proving a boon for history buffs. The heat has 
caused "the waters of Lake Falcon — part of 
the Rio Grande River — to recede and 
expose the ruins of the town of Old Guerrero. 
The town was established in I750 : five years 
before Laredo, which is upstream.

Agency orders inspections 


Two-thirds of U.S. jets said unsafe 


WASHINGTON, July 21 (WP) — The 
Federal Aviation Administration has said it 
has discovered a serious potential safety 
defect in the engine that powers cwo-thirdsof 
U.S. jetliners. It ordered an intensive inspec- 
tion program that could slow summertime 
airline operations. 

In a legally binding order signed last week 
the FAA directed the airlines to inspect the 
jet engines on Boeing 727s and 737s and 
McDonell Douglas DC-STs. The order covers 


some 4,500 engines on about 1,650 airlines 
and will cost the airiine industry $10 million 
to$20 million to cany out, FAA engineering 
officials estimated. 

Inspections will be required within varying 
amounts of time depending on the engine's 
age and model number.

France to pay crash victims 


PARIS, July 21 (Guardian) — A seven- 
year battle by British families and Spanish 
airlinesuo force the French government to 
pay compensa tion after an airplane crash dur- 
ing an air controllers strike has ended with a 
court deciding that the French state is S5 per 
cent responsible. The claimants will receive 
immediate indemnities of over a million dol- 
lars. 

The collision between two Spanish airlin- 
ers over Brittany in March 1973 killed 68 
people, most of them British holidaymakers. 
At the time, the French government had 
ordered the French Air Force to take over 
control towers because civilian controllers 
were defying a law denying them the right to 
strike. Most airlines avoided France, consid- 
ering the air force incapable of meeting safety 
limits, a fact confirmed when the two Spanish 
airliners were guided into the same air space. 
But the French Air Force has always denied 


responsibility and refused to pay compensa- 
tion. 

However, a court at Nantes has supported 
arguments from family and airline lawyers 
that the air-control system operated by the 
air force was unsafe. It was said that the air 
force failed to coordinate changes from one 
control tower to another and could not com- 
municate properly in English. 

As a result one of the Spanish pilots took a 
360-degree turn a fact that the conn consi- 
dered to be pilot error that reduced the state’ s 
responsibility by 15 per cent. It ordered that 
immediate payment of $9 million francs 
should be made and that two experts should 
evaluate further damages. Criminal prosecu- 
tion is also possible. 

Although the state consistently denied 
responsibility, officials say the crash is the 
reason why the air force has never been called 
in again to operate during frequent civilian 
air controllers strikes.

Cambodia relocates 40,000 


SISOPHON, Cambodia, July 21 (AFP) — 
The Phnom Penh regime has quietly returned 

40.000 Cambodians who had taken refuge in 
the area bordering Thailand, to their home 
regions within Cambodia. 

In repatriating the refugees, the Cambo- 
dian regime also ended a lucrative black mar- 
ket that had flooded Cambodia with con- 
sumer products coming from Thailand. 

“All Cambodians who are still in the 
extreme western district of the country, along 
the Thailand border, will be returned to their 
villages because there should no longer be 
gathering of refugees in this area.” said the 
chief of the Sisophon frontier district, who is 
charge of the repatriation operation. 

“Peasants are not longer authorized to go 
seek rice at the Thailand frontier and the 
black- market link with Thailand is definitely 
ended," the official said. 

Last month, Thais managed to return 

9.000 refugees, concentrated in two camps at 
the frontier, to Cambodia. The operation 
received wide publicity. The Phnom Penh 
regime, with the aid of the Vietnamese army, 
has been able to carry out a program four 
times as great since June 24 without attract- 
ing notice until now. 

The 40,000 refugees, who have since been 
repatriated, had been settled principally in 
the frontier camp of Nong Chan. They were 
there on June 23 during the Vietnamese 
attack on the Thai border. 

Nong Chan was the principal center for the 
international distribution of food aid to 
refugees along the frontier. The camp was 
closed down following the Vietnamese 
attack. The first phase of the Cambodian 
repatriation operation appears to have 
ended, although a few families continue to 
arrive each day at Sisophon, which is 50 kms 
from the frontier. They are given rice, some 
medicines, clothes and free transport tickets 
for the return trip to their villages. 

According to international relief organiza- 
tions at Bangkok. 300,000 to 400,000 Cam- 
bodians had assembled along the frontier 
when rhe Vietnamese launched their attack 
on June 23. Tire fate of tens of thousands of 
those refugees, who disappeared during the 
ensuing fighting, had been unknown. Now it 
appears that a large part of the refugee popu- 
lation has been sent back into the interior of 
Cambodia. 

According to Combodian officials in 


Phnom Penh, Battarabang and Sisophon, the 
Vietnamese attack was not launched because 
of the repatriation of 9,000 refugees from 
Thailand. 

The “voluntary repatriations" by the Thai- 
land furnished a pretext, which Phnom Penh 
and Hanoi had been awaiting, to realize a 
double objective; reduce and, if possible, halt 
the distribution of international aid at the 
frontier and end the black market operations. 

Much of the aid handed out at the border 
never reached civilians but went to Khmer 
Rouge and Khmer Serei (anti-Communist 
Free Khmer) combatants, and the black mar- 
ket attracted tens of thousands of Cambo- 
dians. especially peasants, who went to the 
border, taking their farm animals with them 
to look for free nourishment and cheap con- 
sumer goods rather then working in the rice 
fields. 

The double-purpose operation was 
launched by Phnom Penh and Hanoi pre- 
cisely at the time rice seedlings were being 
sent to the various districts for distribution to 
the peasants. Also, the rains had arrived, 
which mean that the peasants and their work 
animals were needed in the fields. 

Agricultural officials in western Cambodia 
have denounced the destabilizing effects that 
the free distribution of food along the border 
has had on the revival of farming, which is 
vital to the country’s future. 

“While we were almost totally deprived of 
labor and tbe seedlings were waiting to be 
planted," Niv Narin, head of the agricultural 
committee. of the rich rice province of Bat- 
tambang, said. 

Robber short on luck 

LOS ANGELES. July 2 1 (R) — A masked 
gunman grabbed $ 1 80 from a shop cash regis- 
ter here. But then his luck ran out. As he fled, 
the bag he used to stuff the money burst and 
cash cascaded over the grouad. 

His shotgun fell apart and he left the butt 
behind. His mask slipped off before be could 
clamber into the getaway car. Ninety minutes 
later, the robber and his driver returned to 
the scene of the crime to pick up the pieces 
and any remaining loot. 

A police lieutenant recognized the robber 
from a description and gave chase. The 
lieutenant said inside the car he found the 
shotgun barrel which fitted the lost butt. The 
pair were arrested.

Forty-five engines of 
that model were ordered inspected as a result 
of that incident. 

At the same time FAA officials began 
checking other JT8D models on a random 
basis. Two different engine models on East- 
ern Airlines planes were discovered to have a 
similar problem. That led to the sweeping 
FAA order. 

The problem part is known as the eighth- 
stage compressor hub, a 59-pound wheel 
deep in the engine to which a duster of com- 
pressor blades is attached. Cracking in tbe 
hub was found to be the reason for the disin- 
tegration. 

“We have determined, 1 ’ an FAA spokes- 
man said, “that a machining error during 
manufacture is responsible for the hub crack- 
ing." 

Technicians explained that flange is 
molded onto rhe hub specifically so it din be 
machined to bring the hub into perfect rounds 
or balance. In the grinding process, according 
to the technicians, forces were exerted that 
tended to contribute to possible hijacking of 
the hub at some point in the engine’s life. 

The compressor in a JT 80 engine collects 
air and forces it through 13 successively smal- 
ler fans into a combustion chamber, where it 
is mixed with fuel and ignited. The resulting 
gases are then exhausted to provide thrust 
The eighth stage would be the eighth of the 
13 fans. 

There are 13 different models of JTSD 
engines currently in service,, ranging from 
being brand new to several years old. The 
engines are supposed to be retired after 
20,000 cydes. 

Aged prefer Canton 

PEKING, July 21 (AP) — The. South 
China city of Canton has 30 100-y ear-olds 
among its 3 million people, including one 
person 112 years old, the official Xinhua 
News Agency has reported. More than 1,790 
Canton residents are over 90, it said. 

Medical workers who interviewed 52 of the 
oldsters^ including 17 who are 100, found . 
that most do such physical exercises as 
chikung (controlled breathing exercises), 
Wichich u an ( tradio nal 1 Chinese shadow box- 
ing) and massage, Xinhua reported. 

It said 15 occasionally drink wine’ 12 
smoke occasionally and 40 drink tea. Of the 
52, it added, 14 are men and 38 women. 

Xinhua said 106-year-old Liao Fuhui goes 
up and down several times a day to his fourth 
floor apartment and has taken daily walks in 
the park for decades. He sips tea at a tea 
house in the mornings and regularly massages 
his head, face, body and limbs, it added.

A few days ago a French gentleman cal- 
led in at the office; a friend of a friend, 
seeking addresses and letters of introduc- 
tion to members of the Saudi business 
community.

I was, of course, ready to oblige, and 
immediately I thought of one or two 
friends who might be interested. We fell to 
talking, and I said something about how 
healthy the forming life must be, and bow 
much I admire the beauty of the. French 
countryside. In my mind was a picture of 
gently rolling hills, a walk on a misty dawn 
in autumn to check if tire plums are ripe 
for tire plucking — that sort of thin g" 

But all I got from him was a typically 
impatient Gallic shrug — saying dearly, 
countryside shmUnttyside — and an 
explanation that the badness is now 
thoroughly industrialized. All you need is 
space, anywhere, upon which you erect 
your acres and acres of greenhouses, all 
heated to specification, and grow all kinds 
of things all the your round. No soil is 
needed. Just water and the proper chemi- 
cals. 

In one way that was very encouraging. 
Saudi Arabia stffl has to import half of its 
food, requirements and we have all the 
heating tbe operation might need for free. 
No expensive land reclamation, no plow- 
ing and digging and weeding. Just put op 
tire greenhouse and off you go. 

Yet in another way I was really sad- 
dened, for we know a0 about, those 
“chemical" or“ Industrial" fruits and veg- 
etables. They have one thing in common: 
they taste mostly of tbe water which serves 
as their “soIT-; nothing of the good earth 
and its natural salts. They are ail for show, 
and a diet of them makes you wonder if 
fresh fruits and vegetables were always 
that tasteless, and whe ther, thinking of the 
old flavors and tastes, one is being 
deceived by memory. 

The project makes economic senses, 
and it wlQ therefore succeed. But is 
economic sense always the best measure? 
Strawberries, my favorite fruit, were 
found too short-lived in the store, and so a 
new breed was developed, one with 
thicker skin and therefore longer lasting. 
Now it has flooded the market and the 
taste of the honest old strawberry is but a 
memory. 

The Japanese, I hear, are threatening 
another favorite: the watermelon. Appar- 
ently, the “experts" think that the round 
shape of the melon is an offense to their 
notion of packaging — being so wasteful 
of freight space. Now they are experiment- 
ing to produce the square melon. 

I cannot say I wish them luck.

Theorists extend 
lifespan of sun 

PARIS, July 2 1 < AP) — The sun may have 
a longer life ahead of it — 15 billion years 
instead of the S billion now projected — 
according to a new theory presented by 
French and Swiss scientists here. 

The theory was developed by astronomers 
Evjy Schatzman, a research director o£ 
France’s National Center for Scientific 
research, and Andre Maeder of the Geneva 
Observatory. They say the sun may have an 
inner turbulence that would extend its life. 

Tire theory was presented to the:Frencfr 
Academy of Sciences by astronomer Jean- 
Claude Pecker, a professor at tire College de 
France. 

The sun is believed to shine-- by a series of 
reactions that amount to fusing hydrogen 
-atoms to form helmm. The helmm is then 
fused to form lithium, beryllium -and other 

higher elements. 

In stars the size of die sun, most of the 
energy comes from the hydrogen-helium 
reaction. Current calculations predict the sun 
will bum up its hydrogen inj? billian.tp S 
billion years, Pecker said. 

But in bigger stars, most of the energy 
comes from reactions involving the higher 
elements carbon, nitrogen andoxygen. These 
release more energy and- bends deplete the 
midear fuel foster. Some big stars burn outin 
a few million years — very quickly on an 
astronomical scale. 

Schatzman and Maeder say “Turbulent 
diffusion in the internal layers” -of ibe sun 
may bring in. “fresh' 1 hydrogen, whichappar- 
entiy would slow the bunting and extend the 
surfs life. 
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
